His request for a pardon was received in my office on October 13, 2005. 

The time for processing a clemency application can be extensive, and I can give no 
assurance that a fi nal decis ion will be reached within any particular time frame. While I am aware 
of the reasons Mr J ^eeks a pardon, and while we attempt to process all clemency 
applications as quickly as possible, I can never promise expedited or "fast track" processing of 
any of the more than 900 clemency requests that my office typically receives annually. This is 
because in the vast majority of cases my staff must depend on other agencies and officials for 
information. These include the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the U.S. Probation Office, the 
United States Attorney, and the sentencing judge. Moreover, as I am sure you know, the final 
decision in a clemency matter is made by the President and the timing of clemency grants or 
denials is strictly within the purview of the White House.
